E. E. Sparks, MLL. A., Is 
Again Selected Standard 
Bearer United Farmers 


With Four Hats In the Ring, Sitting Member Is Tendered 
Nomination on First and Only Ballot Taken—Hon. 
Vernon. Smith, Minister of Railways and Telephones In 
Provincial Government, Delivers Extolling Speech 


E. E. Sparks, who has represented 
‘the Wetaskiwin constituency in the 
Alberta Legislature for the past nine 
years, was again selected as the can- 
didate to contest the election to be 
‘held on June 19th, at the convention 
hheld in the U.F.A. hall on Tuesday af- 


ternoon A great deal of interest was 


shown in the convention, as in addi- 


tion to th’ voting delegates, there 
were also a large number of U.F.A. 
friends as well as spectators, who 
‘packed the U.F.A. hall to capacity. 


Fred Freeman, President of the Con- 


sstituency Association, presided. 


Following a few preliminary re- 


marks by the President, a credential 
‘committee consisting of George 


‘Waterston, Carl Hanson and J.. Hay- 


field, was appointed by the Chairman, 
which committee reported later that 
there were 35 delegates in attend- 
ance, representing 21 locals. 


Hon. Vernon Smith, Minister of 
Railways and Telephones, was pres- 
ent and delivered a campaign address 
in which he reviewed..the progress 
made by the Brownlee administration 
since taking office in 1921. During 
their tenure of office, the U.F.A. gov- 
ernment had two great questions to 
deal with, namely, the railways and 
the natural resources, and he was sat- 
isfied that these had been satisfactor- 
ily handled. The Minister referred to 
the conditions of the northern rail- 
‘ways when they were taken over by 
the government, and stated that after 
considerable money had been expend- 
ed on their improvement, they show- 
ed a surplus of. $273, 000. on the first’ 
year's ‘operations, and the ‘surplus’ was 
increased. ‘to. $800, 000. during : ‘the: “Bec: 
ond: “Years. operationsby..the- govern. 
ment::The’@:P.R. and the-'C.N.R. 
then both became interested, and in 
1928 an offer of approximately nine- 
teen million dollars was _ received 
from these railways. The offer was 
considered on the floor of the legis- 
lature, and the opposing parties pres- 
sed the government to accept the of:- 
fer, but the government held out for a 
‘better price, and later the offer of the 
C.P.R. of twenty-five million ‘dollars 
was accepted. In the agreement a 
clause provided for the (C.N.R. to be- 
come joint owners and today the 
northern railways are owned on a 50- 
BO basis by both the C.P.R. and the 
C.N.R. 

In referring to the telephone depart- 
ment, the Minister stated that the 
system was not in good condition 
when the government took it over, 
and in addition to showing a yearly 
deficit, it was found that large quan- 


. tities of poles piled in many yards 


throughout the Province were decay: 
ing. Today the telephone system is 
in first class condition and had a de- 
preciation reserve of $800,000, as well 
as setting aside one-half of 1 per cent 
to take care of its debentures when 
they fall due, and in addition to this 
there is a surplus of $155,000. Today 
the telephone utility is on a sound 
financial basis and the department 
has received offers to buy at a price 
which would take care of every dol- 
lar invested in it, but these offers 
have been refused. Since 1921, the 
number of telephone subscribers has 
been increased by over 10,000 and is 
constantly increasing. The Minister 
also stated that in a year or so the 
people of Alberta would be given an 
all-Canadian service, which would be 
very favorable, as at the present time 
connections to Bastern Canada must 
be made through the United States. 

The Minister then proceeded to an- 
alyse the provincial debt, which he 
said the opponents of the government 
claimed had reached the colossal sum 
of $101,561,241, while in 1921 it was 
only $57,000,000. Of this amount $24,- 
500,000 is represented in roads, $22,- 
700,000 in the telephone department, 
$22,000,000 in the railway bonds, $15,- 
100,000 in public buildings and the 
remainder'in miscellaneous debts of 
which $4,300,000 is represented by the 
university. 

“The money spent on the university 
was spent before we came to power. 
The highways we build will be among 
the greatest economic assets the pro- 
vince can possess.” : 

The Minister declared that in 1921, 
the direct debt of the province had 
been $57,000,000, but that when indi- 


~rect debt was taken into account, the 
total was $87,872,000. The actual in-|, 


crease of the debt to date is $23,000,- 
000, but against that must be applied 
the $10,000,000 still owing on the rail- 
ways, must be taken into considera 
tion, bringing the net increase in nine 
years to $13,000,000. - 

Other expenditures included: Men- 
tal institute costs, $448,000; sanitar- 
fum costs, ‘$250,000; hospital grants, 
$164,000; mothers’ allowances, $1665,-

STUDENTS HEAR 
TEMPERANCE TALK 


Practically all the pupils and stud- 
ents of the Public and High Schools 
of Wetaskiwin heard with delight and 
profit Mr. W..D. Bayley, B.A. on 
Monday of this week as he unfolded 
the workings of “naughty” ethyl (al- 
cohol) on the human’‘brain. The 
school children being divided into 
three groups, Mr. -Bayley_ ‘was able. to 
speak. to_¢2 each: -SLOUD, Ap... 8 Manner, and 
with language and {Nustrations with- 
in-their experience. He used most ef- 
fectively diagrams on the  black- 
board and exhibits of the action of 
alcohol on sugar, bread, meat, grow- 
ing seed, a chicken and developing 
men. By experimentation the speak- 
er showed that alcohol acted opposite 
to water in many ways. It is a nar- 
cotic drug that stupefies the brain 
from the top down. When these cells 
are asleep or stupified human control 
and ideals are out of business and 
man has only an animal or “monkey” 
brain on the job. This involves great 
moral dangers and especially among 
young people, where habits are not 
yet firmly established. Our grand- 
fathers had little wholesome fun as 
we have today, and lacked know- 
ledge of scientific research and were 
used to driving oxen or horses or 
wielding the flail. It was compara- 
tively a small thing for them to try 
to brighten a trip to town by a visit 
to the old bar room.

W. B. Milne, superintendent of 
Municipal Hospitals for the Province, 
outlined the proposed hospital scheme 
and after a general discussion, it was 
moved by Mr. Ballhorn and carried 
unanimously that the proposed pro- 
gram as outlined for the establish- 
ment of the hospital in this district 
be adopted. 

In the proposed scheme it provides 
that the scheme must be ratified by 
at least two-thirds of the voters. vot- 
ing on the question. The area of the 
proposed hospital district includes 
certain .areas in Municipal District 
No. 429, all of the Municipal District 


tain areas in Municipal District 488, 
and all of the City of Wetaskiwin, 
Village of Millet, and Village of Bit- 
tern Lake. The site of the hospital 
is to be in or near the city of Wetas- 
kiwin, and the building will be a 50 
bed capacity and the approximate 
cost will be $100,000. 

To supplement the revenue derived 
from taxation by a schedule of fees 
as under: 

To all ratepayers assessed in re- 
spect of land outside a City, Town, 
Village, Hamlet, but within the Hos- 
pital district, and the wives, depend- 
ent families and domestic female help 
of such ratepayers who are resident 
wtih them $1.00 per hospital day.

MILK FOR 
GROWING PIGS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Of all farm animals, pigs grow the 
most rapidly and therefore require a 
plentiful supply of protein and miner- 
al matter in their feed if they are to 
make satisfactory gains and make the 
best use of the feed consumed. Pro- 
tein is required for body growth, and 
mineral matter is needed for bone 
development and other vital purpos- 
es. Rations for growing pigs when 
made up entirely of meals from the 
cereal grains are unbalanced because 
of the insufficient and incomplete sup- 
ply of protein and mineral, matter. 
Butter-milk and skim-milk are protein 
and mineral rich feeds and when 
these are added to a cereal grain ra- 
tion in sufficient amounts, growth is 
likely to proceed normally. If butter- 
milk or skim-milk jis not available, 
tankage, a by-product of the packing 
plant, éonsisting mainly of sterilized

PREMIER OPENS 
CAMPAIGN WITH 
GOV’T DEFENCE 


Sangudo, May 17.—Rising to de- 
fence of his administration, Premier 
J. E. Brownlee answered attacks of 
Liberal and Conservative party lead- 
ers in his first address of the present 
election campaign, delivered here Fri- 
day evening. 

The premier was given a rousing 
ovation by 600 people who came from 
points as far distant as 30 miles to 
attend the opening campaign meet- 
ing in the Lac Ste Anne constituency. 

During his speech the premier de- 
fended fiscal policies of the United 
Farmers of Alberta government and 
declared that friend and foe of the 
administration alike had admitted its 
worth. 

The meeting was the first in the 
campaign of Milton C. McKeen, 
nominated during the afternoon to 
contest the seat on behalf of the 
U.F.A. Mr. McKeen was deputy 
speaker in the last legislative as- 
‘sembly. 

Premier Brownlee, in discussing 
the government’s fiscal policies, said: 

““The charge is made that the gov- 
ernment has been extravagant, it is 
said that the public debt is now 
$101,000,000, while in 1921 it was 
$57,000,000. , dy, , 

“The present public debt is $101,- 
561,241. Of this $24,500,000 is repre- 
sented in roads, $22,700,000 in tele- 
phone department, $22,000,000 in the 
railway bonds, $15,100,000 in public 
buildings, and the remainder in mis- 
cellaneous debts of which $4,300,000 
is represented by the university. 

“Almost one quarter of the debt is 
due to the telephone department, 
which could be disposed of for that 
figure at any time. It has been the 
policy of the administration to follow 
the methods in use by many large 


“We are not responsible for the 
railway debt, which we inherited. 
We cannot get back $12,000,000 of the 
amount, but the remainder, as our 
opponents have neglected to tell the 
public, will be covered by payments 


f our system. 

“We must have public buildings. 

The number of insane persons in 
the province increases each year by 
100. Our sanitarium is filled and 
our opponents are suggesting the 
building of a new one in the -nor- 
thern part of the (province. That 
would cost $250,000 to operate. 
’ “The money spent on the university 
was spent before we came to power.
